How to draw 
your own murals 


H... a slide made of a favorite line drawing—project it 
on your wall. Trace the drawing with a charcoal pencil. 
Charcoal is easy to work with, and if you make an error it 
erases quickly. If color is desired, rubber-base paint can be 
used over the charcoal lines; this paint can be purchased in 
small amounts, and is washable. Colored or black water- 
proof inks are also good. One word of caution about the 
projector : If it isn’t self-cooled with a blower fan, shut it off 
periodically to avoid possible overheating. 


Place projector on plane even with the center of the wall you'll be 
drawing on. If slide is projected from either side or from above or 
below the center point, the image is distorted. Be certain projector 
is firmly anchored to prevent shifting of the image on the wall.

Address 











Are you 


missing 


income tax 
deductions? 


Income tax loopholes aren’t all designed for movie stars 


and big dealers. And they aren’t illegal or unfair, either. 


From this report, you may discover that you’ ve been 


missing any number of legitimate deductions

n 1954 and again in 1958, when Congress 

was busy plugging old loopholes in the tax 
laws, determined taxpayers were just as 
busy finding new ones. For this is the era 
of the loophole pioneers—men and women 
willing to plunge through as much tangled 
legal undergrowth as necessary to find new 
and legitimate schemes for holding on to 
their money. Besides offering the inspira- 
tion that attends any pioneer movement, 
their adventures might help you get the 
most from your own Form 1040. 

One man, for instance, felt it was unfair 
that insured sick benefits were tax exempt 
while sick pay from employers without 
such insurance plans was not. He defeated 
the Treasury Department in court and won 
for us all a new tax-saver: the right to ex- 
clude some of the pay we get while ill. 

In a number of recent decisions, the In- 
ternal Revenue Service has acquiesced 
easily to novel deduction claims. In others, 
however, it has offered resistance strong 
enough to suggest that you should get ex- 
pert local advice before following the ex- 
ample of the few spirited taxpayers who 
have taken their cases as high as the 
Supreme Court. 

The hunt for tax loopholes is as imagina- 
tive as it is ceaseless. One man sought a 
deduction for a ‘loss’? because his employ- 
er didn’t pay him what he thought he was 
worth. A disgruntled investor claimed a 
‘loss’ because the prices of his stocks went 





up right after he sold them. The courts 
sympathized, but denied both requests. 
In another ruling, especially useful to 
families that pay up one mortgage then 
undertake a new one, the Revenue Service 
in 1958 finally agreed that financial pen- 
alties connected with early payment of the 
first mortgage are deductible, just as in- 


terest Is. 


,—_ evidence that Congress knowing- 
ly permits some loophole exemptions as a 
method of soothing the taxpayer. But don’t 
be misled; the Revenue Service has tricks, 
too. This year, for the first time, taxpayers 
with incomes under $10,000—and that’s 
five out of six—will receive the simple little 
punch-card Form 1040A, previously re- 
served for incomes under $5,000. This ap- 
parently easy way to dispose of the tax 
chore actually may lure you into paying 
more tax than you should. Charles D. 
Spencer, editor of Employee Benefit-Plan 
Review, warns that the Revenue Service 
is, in effect, encouraging small taxpayers to 
pass up the valuable sick-pay exclusion; 
there’s no place to claim it on Form 1040A. 
Spencer points out that if a taxpayer in the 
lowest bracket can exclude just one week’s 
pay, he saves up to $20. Nor can you claim 
on 1040A the special tax credit on divi- 
dends or the child-care deduction for work- 
ing mothers and widowers. Moreover, Form 
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1040A allows only the blanket 10 per cent 
deduction. Most families that contribute 
heavily to church and charity or have large 
medical bills generally have more than 10 
per cent on legitimate deductions. 


()... of the most valuable new benefits is 
the deduction for vocational education. 
Before 1958, the Revenue Service fought 
this deduction except in the case of teach- 
ers taking refresher courses. But deter- 
mined taxpayers finally won a ruling which 
allows the deduction, within certain limits, 
for advanced courses in any line of work. 
Some people might even be able to claim a 
refund for any such expenses incurred 
from 1955 to 1957. Most significantly, this 
new tax-saver can help you keep up your 
job skills in this era of technological 
changes. Here are the ground rules: 

You can claim an education deduction if 
you take a course designed to maintain or 
improve skills required in your job, or if 
your employer requires that you have the 
training, or if it’s customary for others in 
your trade or profession to take such a 
course. 

You can’t claim it if your main reason 
for taking the course is to get a new job, to 
earn a substantial promotion, or simply for 
purposes of either personal interest or 
self-improvement. 

Thus, an engineer seeking an advanced 
degree in order to get a better job can’t 
deduct. But a working engineer who takes 
a course in current developments in his 
field can. 

Loophole pioneers have also made it 
possible for you to get more medical de- 
ductions. Recent deductions reported by 
Commerce Clearing House include costs 
of an air conditioner, home-stairway eleva- 
tor, self-propelled wheel chair, special bed 
board, and reclining chair. These devices, 
however, must have been recommended by 
doctors to alleviate such specific illnesses 
as allergies, heart disease, or arthritic con- 


ditions. Other successful deductions in- 


clude the costs connected with buying edu- 
cational aids for a child with an eye disease, 
maintaining a child in Arizona because of a 
respiratory ailment, and going to Florida 
to get relief from specific chronic ailments. 
(Living expenses there are not deductible. ) 

Various rulings indicate that you can 
deduct for most home remedies—even 
those vitamins and special foods prescribed 
for specific ailments. But vitamin products 
taken for general nutritional purposes 
aren't deductible. 

It was a forgotten but still heroic tax- 
payer who first won the right, which many 
people overlook, to deduct for collision 
damages to his car. The courts agreed that 
a deductible casualty doesn’t have to be 
caused by a storm or other “tact of God.” 
It can be an act of the taxpayer, too, as 
long as he was not willfully negligent. 

Taxpayers have also won deductions for 
damages caused by high water accom- 
panying a storm, by someone else’s blast- 
ing operations, by a burst boiler or the 
freezing and bursting of water pipes, and 
by the freezing of an auto engine. And 


there have been at least two instances of 


allowable deductions for termites. 
Taxpayers and revenuers frequently 
clash over the size of deductions growing 
out of casualties. The Revenue Service 
says you can deduct only the loss in market 
value—not the cost of replacement, which 
is often much higher. Thus, an expert's ap- 


praisal is a more acceptable measure of 


loss thar. the repair bill, although the bill 
often serves as evidence.

Haxpayers are finding loopholes in the 
manner in which they contribute to char- 
ity; taxes can often be saved by giving 
goods instead of cash.

Income tax deductions

Tax sophisticates often donate 
property that has increased in val- 
ue, instead of contributing cash 
Say a taxpayer in the 30 per cent 
bracket has pledged a $500 con- 
tribution. By donating $500 worth 
of securities which he bought for 
$200, he side-steps the capital gains 
tax he’d have to pay if he kept the 
property and made acash donation. 

You can deduct, too, for food 
donated to church suppers and 
charitable events, or for gas and 
oil used performing services for 
charities and schools—even for 
uniforms worn by hospital-aids or 
similar volunteers 

[he most common wrangles be- 
tween the Revenue Service and 
the taxpayers are over medical, 
business-entertainment, and travel 
deductions. And nowadays, tax ex- 
aminers are also scrutinizing de- 
pendency claims outside the im- 
mediate family. 

Business expenses of both sal- 
aried and self-employed people are 
the ‘most disallowed” group of de- 
ductions, according to Robert 
Gardner, an Internal Revenue 
audit official. Why are such claims 
disallowed? Usually because they 
are outside the provisions of the 
law or because they are backed by 
inadequate proof. Gardner says 
tax examiners are especially sus- 
picious of: 

Oversize expense accounts. Taxpay- 
ers need substantial evidence to 
support large expense claims. Cred- 
it cards, booming because they 
provide such evidence, are being 
viewed with growing skepticism by 
examiners. One man who present- 
ed bills for $4,000 finally admitted 
that his son in the Army also used 
his credit card. Only $1,000 was 
genuine business expense. 

Business meetings in resort areas. 
Here the examiners compare ac- 
tual time spent at the convention 
with the total time spent at the re- 
sort, then apportion the deductible 
expenses accordingly 

Of course, salaried and self-em- 
ployed people do have many valid 
deductible expenses. A doctor who 
operates a clinic won a deduction 
for postcards he thoughtfully mailed 
patients and business contacts 
while he vacationed in Europe. 
Ihere’s no trouble even deducting 
for a cabin cruiser if it’s used sole- 
ly for business purposes. A Cleve- 
land brewer successfully proved 
that his cruiser was used only for 
sales meetings and for entertaining 
customers. But the jeweler who 
claimed for a deduction as an ad- 
vertising expense his steed’s horse- 
show entrance fee was turned 
down. 

Gardner reports that a recent 


ruling recognizes the difficulty of 


having actual receipts for all busi- 
ness entertainment and travel ex- 
penditures. Therefore, the Reve- 
nue Service uses allowances to 
Federal employees as a guide. The

Government allowances are ten 
cents a mile and $12 per day. Ac- 
cording to the Prentice-Hall tax 
service, the Revenue Service mul- 
tiplies these figures by 125 per 
cent, so that expenses up to 1244 
cents a mile and $15 a day are con- 
sidered acceptable. 

A promising device for parents 
of a student who works part time is 
to have the youngster file a return 
claiming his own exemption. The 
parents can claim the youngster, 
too, if they contribute over half of 
his support, Commerce Clearing 
House points out. This double ex- 
emption is available when a child 
is under 19 or still in school. For 
example, if a lad earns $800 a 
year, his employer withholds a tax 
of $115. Suppose his parents pay 
$1,000 toward his support and tui- 
tion (more than half his total ex- 
pense). The parents can then claim 
a $600 exemption for him, while he 
claims his own exemption of $600. 
This gives him a refund of $89. 


IF; you ever get into a hassle with 
the T-men, here’s what will hap- 
pen. First, you'll be called for an 
informal conference and the agent 
will seek a reasonable compromise. 
If you feel his determination is un- 
fair, you can talk to his supervisor 
or other designated ‘‘conferee.”’ If 
the conferee upholds the agent, 
you can request a hearing before 
the appellate division of the Reve- 
nue Service, which settles cases by 
taking into account not only the 
Treasury’s regulations but varjous 
court decisions. From there you can 
take your case to the courts. Wheth- 
er you should go that far may de- 
pend on the amount of money in- 
volved—and on whether you, too, 
would like to be immortalized as a 
loophole pioneer.

Keep roots moist. Place roots in a bucket of water or a plastic 
bag, or wrap them in wet burlap while you prepare planting pock- 
ets. Sun and winds can weaken sensitive roots to such an extent 
that plant may not recover. Soak roots in water overnight or up to 
24 hours if they are dry when the plants arrive. 


Locate graft union. The position of graft union is your guide 
to planting depth.

Water. With bush held in position, shovel loose soil over roots 
until hole is about three-fourths full. Water well to settle soil 
Joggle plant while watering for snug contact of wet soil with 
roots. Check planting depth again, and tug plant up if settled too 
deep for your area. Fill with remaining soil. 


Prune. Cut out all thin or twiggy shoots. Head back remaining 
robust canes to 4 to 6 inches, to reduce the number of buds in pro- 
portion to the reduced root system. Cut back the heavy -caned 
climbers to 8 to 12 inches. Make cut one-fourth inch above a bud 
that points outward. Use sharp pruning shears. 


Protect canes. Brush or spray tree-wound dressing on cuts, or 
use glazing compound or modeling clay to keep out insects. 
Shovel loose soil over stubs to keep sun and wind from drying 
them out while the roots are getting established. Hose the mound 
away when the new shoots are about three-fourths inch long.

Will this be medicine’s 
next miracle ? 


IMMUNE 
MILK 


THE FINDINGS reported here are more than 
just promising; they are, as scientists say, 
“conclusive in principle.” Final proof will 
depend on more experimentation, but already 
there are encouraging signs that we’ve found 
protection against some of our most common, 


and some of our most serious, diseases

A Los Angeles woman, bedridden for years with rheumatoid 


arthritis, last summer decided to try something new. She drank 


a quart of milk a day. Less than a month later she was out on 
the golf course, practicing to break 100 

\ music professor at the University of Minnesota who suf- 
fered choking hay fever attacks every ragweed season took the 
advice of a fellow faculty member and began drinking milk by 
the quart. Ten days later he was free of hay fever symptoms 
He didn't even sneeze 

\ St. Paul housewife who had been allergic to potatoes as 
long as she could remember (her face puffed when she came 
near them) drank a quart of milk a day for five days, then cau- 
tiously ate a plateful of French fries. There were no regrets. 
Her allergy was gone 

Phe common denominator in these and other experimental 
cases is antibody or “immune” milk, the discovery of Univer- 
sity of Minnesota professors William E. Petersen and Berry 
Campbell, and it may be one of the most important medical 
developments of all time. It could some day protect man 
against most, if not all, infectious diseases and allergies, possi- 
bly even against cancer. Moreover, it will be surprisingly cheap. 

Already, Drs. Petersen and Campbell have impressive evi- 
dence that immune milk—which is the same milk you find on 
your doorstep or on the grocery shelf, with the single addition 
of a new immunizing agent—can be produced to guard against 
a whole range of irritating and dangerous animal- and plant- 
life invaders of the human system; against pollen, bacteria, 
rickettsia, and viruses-——-even against the cold-like adeno vi- 
ruses. When the cold virus itself is isolated—and chances are 
that the day isn’t too far off—a daily dosage of immune milk 
may eliminate once and for all man’s most common and pesky 
disease. Milk drinking may become the routine way of coping 


with sudden epidemics, from cholera and plague to meningitis 
and polio. It may be the final answer to tuberculosis. It may 
save pneumonia patients when antibiotics don’t work. And im- 
mune milk can be frozen, homogenized, pasteurized, con- 
densed, or powdered without losing its immunizing quality. 

Che idea that milk, man’s earliest drink, does a lot more 
than nourish him is not new. It has long been known that ba- 
bies suffer only rarely from infectious diseases; their original 
immunity is probably passed on while they’re still connected 
to their mothers’ bloodstreams. But the immunity usually lasts 
long after birth—at least until the baby has ceased to breast- 
feed. The German bacteriologist Paul Ehrlich analyzed trans- 
mission of protective antibodies through milk more than 60 
years ago. His first paper on the subject showed the nature and 
value of passive immunity (immunity received from an outside 
source rather than self-developed); it described the ease with 
which young mice could be protected against toxins by the im- 
munization of their mothers. 

Ehrlich later explored the use of immune milk as a source of 
diphtheria and tetanus antitoxins, but the work was never 
completed. One of Ehrlich’s associates, Emil von Behring, pre- 
dicted shortly after the turn of the century that control of hu- 
man tuberculosis must eventually be accomplished through 
immune milk. In 1922, a series of papers from the Rockefeller 
Institute at Princeton, New Jersey, showed that there is a 
rapid passage of antibodies from cow’s milk through stomach 
and intestine walls into the blood stream of the calf, and thus 
established the importance of the transmitted immunity 
against cattle diseases. There was another flurry of research in 
the late °20s showing the potential of the immune milk phe- 
nomenon. But nothing came of it. 

Still, it was generally accepted by the end of World War II 
that in milk, as in blood serum, there exists a globulin fraction 
rich in specific antibodies. In fact, the antibodies in any given 
cow’s (or human’s) milk were recognized as exactly the same 
as those in its blood stream; they mirrored the immunological 
history of the individual. 

In other words, man had been drinking immune milk ever 
since he first started sneaking up on cows—but the milk car- 
ried antibodies against cattle ills, not against his own. 

Then in 1947 Dr. Petersen, joined two years later by Dr. 
Campbell, decided to play a hunch and defy two medical 
suppositions which had hampered progress. 

‘According to the theories of immunology,” says 67-year-old 
Dr. Petersen, “‘antibodies couldn’t be produced locally, such 
as in the udder, but were made in the spleen and lymphatic 
system. 

“Furthermore, experts insisted that antibodies couldn't be 
absorbed from the digestive tract after the first few days of 
life. They said—and correctly—that enzymes developed in the 
intestine naturally split up the proteins of the globulin, thus 
destroying antibodies before they could pass into the blood 
stream. 

“We decided to challenge these two concepts.” 


Petersen and Campbell, who are not physicians but physiol- 
ogists, are just the right sort of men to undertake the challenge. 
They have both the caution necessary in scientists and the ad- 
venturous curiosity which is even more essential. And, of 
course, they have the right kind of backgrounds. 

Petersen has figuratively lived on milk all his life. He was 
born on a dairy farm near Pine City, Minnesota, got his Ph.D. 
in the physiology of milk at the University of Minnesota, and 
has taught there since. He has published some 300 papers on 
the physiology and chemistry of lactation in the last 38 years. 

Campbell, who is only 46, was born in St. Paul, the son of a 
physician.

A cthritis milk is already on the 
market, but only in limited 
amounts. Since late last summer it 
has been sold-deep-frozen in pint 
containers by one I'win Cities 
dairy. The milk is sold in 10-quart 
batches—a 10 days’ supply—for 
$7, which is much cheaper than 
gold or cortisone injections, and 
usually a lot more effective on pa- 
tients who don’t respond to other 
treatment 

Understandably, the milk has 
become increasingly scarce as word 
of its success has spread. “Please 
don’t put the name of my dairy in 
the artic le,” the ownet requested. 
“We can’t even begin to supply 
present demands.” He said it will 
be a long time before he will be able 
to increase production 

Meantime, other research is go- 
ing on in Chicago, where the 
Health Department this fall started 
an experiment with hay fever im- 
mune milk, and in Waukon, lowa, 
where Dr. Mohammad Sarwar is 
experimenting with milk antibod- 
ies against calf diseases. Sarwar, a 
Pakistani scientist, was one of Pet- 
ersen’s recent research assistants 
at Minnesota 

Perhaps the only disappointing 
note has come from Dr. Edward 
I’. Lewison, of Johns Hopkins, who 
three vears ago asked Petersen and 
Campbell for instructions on how 
to prepare human cancer tissues 
for infusion into cow udders. Aftet 
experimenting — with cancer-im- 
mune milk, he reported “little ot 
no cancer regression” in his test 
cases. “I'm afraid there never will 
be an easv cure for cancer,” he 
says, “but we're continuing expert- 
ments with immune milk in the 
hope we can learn more about ~ 
The Minnesota researchers, how- 
ever, have had more hopeful re- 
sults along this line: they have pro- 
duced immune milk fractions 
against two types of mouse cancer. 
But it's a long hard road from 
mouse to man, and the mileage 
comes high in effort and expense. 


Ls hard to tell when immune 
milk will win official acceptance 
from the medical profession. New 
ideas are often a long time earning 
approval. Take the case of penicil- 
lin, for instance. That magic mold 
was first discovered in 1875 by 
British physicist John Tyndall, 
then rediscovered in 1929 by Alex- 
ander Fleming, but it wasn’t until 
1942, when the pressures of war 
made it mandatory, that penicillin 
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was accepted for general use as an 
efficient antibiotic. 

If and when the medical profes- 
sion does accept immune milk, and 
it is developed to combat most dis- 
eases, three problems will still re- 
main. One is that passive immunity 
apparently doesn’t last forever. 
Just as gamma globulin, an anti- 
body blood fraction, provides only 
partial protection against polio for 
a limited time, so immune milk 
may provide immunity only for so 
long as it is taken regularly. To be 
protected against colds all your 
life, vou’d have to drink immune 
milk all your life, or at least as long 
as there’s danger of infection. But 
since most diseases are seasonal or 
epidemic, this would be a relative- 
ly minor problem. Indeed, a con- 
stantly present disease, like tuber- 
culosis, could be virtually wiped 
out with immune milk by killing 
the bugs in all the carriers. . 

The second problem is scarcity. 
So far, Petersen and Campbell have 
been able to cause cows to produce 
immune milk only during the first 
few weeks after they have calves. 
Since this happens only once a 
year, there will be an inadequate 
supply of immune milk until an 
answer is found 

Phe third problem is that people 
allergic to cow’s milk itself would 
get sick drinking it. ‘““That’s the 
least of our worries,” says Petersen. 
“In those cases we can always use 
goat's milk.”

Your bathtub installation alone can set you back an extra 
$50 because of outmoded codes. Oversize drum traps are still 
required in Denver, Dallas, and dozens of other cities, while 
the same cumbersome devices are prohibited in New York, Bos- 
ton, Washington, D.C., and Los Angeles. Somebody ought to be 
red-faced about a situation like that. 

Builder Bob Schmertz, of Wilmington, Delaware, puts up 
identical homes in two different localities, under two different 
building codes. Says Schmertz: ‘“The house we sell for $12,590 
in Wilmington has to be priced at $13,590 in Lakewood, New 
Jersey. Labor costs are comparable. This difference of a thou- 
sand dollars is due strictly to building codes.” 

Is the Lakewood house a better house for the added expense? 
Not one whit. Every cost-saving method used in Wilmington is 
good construction practice—except in Lakewood and cities 
like it that cling to obsolete rules and specifications. 

And don’t forget—that $1,000 could have been spent on 
kitchen appliances, a second bathroom, new furniture, air con- 
ditioning——or a new car or vacation. Not to mention the ease 
of getting your mortgage approved at a $1,000 discount! 

There are Aidden costs in the code muddle, too. The jumble 
of state and local regulations is highly frustrating to manufac- 
turers of building materials. Multiple codes make it hard to 
set up industry standards. They raise prices on building prod- 
ucts, and cause confusion to everyone concerned. It’s as though 
Detroit had to build hundreds of different automobiles to meet 
countless local regulations. Figuratively speaking, we're still 
building plenty of horse-and-buggy houses.

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In most cases, home buyers aren’t aware of the problem—or 
have no idea how much it costs them. And though many 
builders, architects, and city officials have called for reform, 
widespread community action has been slow in coming. Yet 
any City or town that can rally for a fight against political evils, 
or in support of a bond issue for better schools, hospitals, or 
roads, can also correct wasteful building codes. The means are 
the same; the stakes—in dollars saved—are high. 

Just what, you may ask, is a building code? How do you 
recognize a bad code? And how can a poor one be changed? 

Your building code is a series of local laws or ordinances. 
It is a kind of guidebook that describes how buildings shall be 
constructed and occupied, in order to guard the health and 
safety of everyone. 

Enlightened building codes have done a great deal to lessen 
the loss of life and property damage due to earthquakes, hurri- 
canes, and fires. They protect against poorly built structures 
that might collapse or become unsafe in later years. They are 
also designed to prevent serious errors or dishonesty from 
creeping into the construction of your home. 

Building codes should not be used, however, to promote 
wasteful practices, or to force a builder to employ more work- 
men (or more expensive workmen) than are really needed. 
Nor should codes force the use of costly or outdated materials. 


Here's how to cure a bad code 


What can you do? As an individual, you can inform yourself 
on the local code—nore on that in a moment—and if it is obsolete, 
speak out for reform. Obviously, group action is called for in 
most cases. This is an excellent project for a dynamic service 
club, civic league, women’s organization, or professional group 
I'wo things are in your favor: wasteful codes cost everybody 
money—even renters; and when local governments realize the 
problem, they usually cooperate. 

Start your city’s campaign by digging out the present build- 
ing code. It’s on file at the city clerk’s office. Check the date of 
adoption—f it is more than five years old, it’s out of date. So many 
advances in the use of lumber, piping, and other materials 
have occurred since 1954 that older codes are bound to be 
obsolete. 

Will codes always be junked so fast? Not necessarily. The 
reason is that the best codes written today are of the “‘per- 
formance” type. Technical chapters on foundations, walls, 
floors, and roofs state how strong each must be to pass inspec- 
tion. Then comes a list of materials meeting those standards 
and this list can grow as new products are approved. 


Older codes (your city’s is probably one of them) usually 
named materials that had to be used. These “specification” 
codes are almost impossible to keep up to date, and there is no 
excuse for them today. 


Now pick a good code for your town 


Your next step is to convince the key people in your com- 
munity that reform is needed. Your city attorney can explain 
legal problems. Building contractors, architects, lumber deal- 
ers, local representatives of building materials firms, mortgage 
bankers, and realtors can add their voices. Building officials 
and inspectors~-who are usually conscientious, hard-working, 
underpaid public servants—should welcome a standard code 
they can understand and enforce. 

Finally, the time for action arrives..A new code must b« 
drawn up for study by the city council or its equivalent. This 
is a crucial moment. Someone will probably suggest that a lo- 
cal committee draw up the new code. Resist this idea, for it will 
not lead to a good code. Instead, insist on the adoption of one 
of the standard building codes listed at the end of this article 
[hese codes have drawn on the resources of organizations like 
the National Research Council, the National Association of 
Home Builders, the American Society for ‘Testing Materials, 
the National Bureau of Standards, and imany more. No local 
group Can hope to do as well. 


Your area’s problems are not unique 


And don’t be misled by talk of ‘local conditions.’’ Water flows 
through pipes in Seattle exactly as it does in Phoenix and 
Miami. Electrical hazards are the same all over the country 
A steel or wood beam will bear the same load in St. Louis 
as it does in New York

You will, however, have to write a section on local admin- 
istration of the standard code.

This makes 
it much easier for home builders and buyers to us¢ 

To sum up: pick one of the standard codes, add a local ad- 
ministrative chapter, have the council pass the ordinance 
and the job is done.

How to build a tine jawn 


Fine lawns have often been compared to carpets and rugs, but the comparison really 
isn’t fair. The quality of a carpet or rug can never be changed, while a lawn can be 
improved any time it fails to satisfy. In fact, almost any lawn can be improved 


dramatically in one season, and for as little as three or four dollars a month 
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Mow high, often: Cut bluegrass at least 2 
inches high, spring and fall. Raise cutting 
height to 2!4 inches in heat of summer. 

Cut Bermuda, other creeping grasses *4- to 
|-inch high all year. If height adjustment is not 
calibrated (arrow), check with a ruler. 


Rolling: After sowing seed, roll seedbed with 
an empty roller. This firms soil and gives the 
seed good contact with the soil. 

If no roller is available, rake lightly with a 
broom rake or drag a metal doormat across the 
bed to lightly cover the seed. 


Overseed thin lawns: Use grass seed for two 
things: to introduce better varieties and to help 
a thin lawn thicken up quickly. 

For these purposes, use the finest perennial 
grasses you can find. Do not use rye, coarse 
fescues, or so-called nurse grasses. 


Watering: Keep seedbed constantly moist for 
at least two weeks for spring sowing, 10 days for 
seed sown in the summer. 

Only the top half inch need be damp during 
this germination period. After grass is up, water 
less frequently and more thoroughly. 


Trouble shooting and what to look for when something goes wrong 


Shade: Grass is weakened by 


competition of tree roots, for 


food and water. 


Cure: 


Feed, water more 


liberally, as described in the 


first series above. 


Buried trash: Damage becomes appar- 
ent in hot weather, when trash stops ab- 
sorption of water. Grass browns, dries out. 

If trash is suspected, probe with stiff 
wire or spade. To cure, dig out trash and 
reseed or patch with new sod. 
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Moles: Damage is caused when moles enter an area in search of 
grubs, worms, other soil insects. To cure, trap or poison moles them- of grass Japanese beetle grubs 
selves. Then treat infested area with a soil insecticide to destroy mole 
food. Good insecticides: dieldrin, aldrin, chlordane. 


Remove clippings: Remove heavy clippings 
with grass catcher, or rake up the thatch they 
form when they accumulate 

This layer of debris is a breeding ground for 
turf diseases, and slows up the movement of air 
and moisture to grass roots.

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much quarreling with his mate as 
he is quarreling with himself.

All the foregoing areas overlap, 
of course. Many of our soul’s mala- 
dies and quirks are simply imma- 
turity, as indeed is much of our 
lack of balance when it comes to 
knowing what’s worth fighting 
for. (And some issues are worth 
the price of battle, as will be later 
shown.) Much “immaturity” is 
merely inexperience, and all of its 
fumbling and its folly can be traced 
straight back to the inescapable 
nature of us all—the pure animal 
instinct to survive. 

Thus, there is no easy formula 
for learning to live at peace in 
marriage. But, understanding is a 
vital step. “Know thyself,’ wrote 
Socrates. An intelligent awareness 
of our own heritage teaches us what 
to watch out for, and aids im- 
measurably in establishing a de- 
pendable habit pattern of peace. 

Let us consider some construc- 
tive suggestions for getting along in 
marriage: 


1. An engaged couple would do 
well to note each other’s eccentrici- 
ties, prejudices, and likely sore 


spots, and prepare to cope with 


them in advance of the final “I 
do,” or to accept them for what 
they are. 

2. Avoid unnecessary arguing. 
Though it’s sometimes stimulating 
to debate about some things, wise 
couples learn to skirt the danger 
zones. Material things or matters 
of the secret spirit—who can ex- 
plain our sensitivities when it 
comes to them? We know only that 
in the delicate business of living 
with another, we must respect such 
sensitivities if we would not wound 
or arouse. We must tread carefully 
if peace is important to our home. 

3. Never get mad about little 
things. Learn to make allowances. 
Take cheerful bypaths if you hon- 
estly want a happy home. Peace 
itself is worth the price. 

4. Ask yourself if you really want 
what you’re fighting for? And will 
winning it compensate for the 
other things that, in victory, may 
be lost? 


a creatures that we are, 
often the very trait that attracts us 
is the one we attack and attempt to 
destroy. In our immaturity, we 
neither count the immediate cost in 
conflict, nor tally up the future loss. 

Small things aren’t worth anger, 
no matter what. They are too in- 
significant; they do not give value 
received in the emotional and 
physical energy they cost. Quarrel- 


ing over petty things deals unnec- 
essary blows at what is so essential 
to a good marriage, a dependable 
pattern of peace. 

Now, marriage would still be a 
fairly easy go if all issues were as 
slight as those we’ve cited, to be 
solved by a deft side-stepping or 
merely by self-control. Unfortu- 
nately, this isn’t true. Some differ- 
ences loom so large they must be 
settled, despite the cost, and right- 
ly and healthily so. Personally, I 
have little patience with people 
who accept outright injustices. It’s 
not fair even to the one who errs! 
Most people want to do right when 
convinced what zs right, in the 
cause of a happy home.

6. Any grievance that looms 
so large on your personal horizon 
that you are constantly miserable 
about it, and filled with blame for 
your mate. True, it might be some- 
thing that wouldn't bother another 
person so much, if at all. But if it és 
critically important to one’s own 
personal peace, he should not fear 
to lance the boil, whatever the 
pain. If there is truly love in the 
family medicine cabinet, then the 
chance of a cure is great.

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Catalina: California's Hawaii 


somewhat less than half that age. 

A few of the genial island folk 
are willing to concede that not 
everyone could expect to grow 
quite so youthful, even on Cata- 
lina. Certainly almost everyone 
can afford to try, though. From 
Los Angeles harbor, the fare is 
only $3.26 ($1.63 for children 5 to 
11, children under 5 free), for Cata- 
lina is only 27 miles offshore. Yet 
its lure is the genuine lure of the 
distant South Seas. 

Standing sharp and clear on the 
western horizon beyond the main- 
land’s smog and haze, Catalina’s 
gray-green mountains drop pre- 
cipitously along most of its shore 
line to meet the vivid blue sea, but 
flatten gently into semi-tropical 
beaches in a dozen sheltered har- 
bors and coves. 


ah 
Dre fur-hunting sailing ships of 
the Yankees and the Russians are 
long gone, and the last of the smug- 
glers who ran cargoes of alien 
Chinese from these coves to the 
mainland vanished generations 
ago. The island of today is a natural 
paradise for fishermen, hunters, 
yachtsmen, and vacationers who 
have “discovered” it time after 
time in recent decades. Surprising- 
ly unmarked by its 400 years of 
sometimes hectic history, the island 

except for the hustling little har- 
bor settlement of Avalon—is rem- 
iniscent of the open, unfenced Cali- 
fornia of long ago. It has survived 
invasions by everything from the 
Union Army in the 1860s to hordes 
of partying teen-agers in the 1930s. 

There is even a certain nostalgia 
in the ship that carries nearly 2,000 
visitors to Catalina each morning 
during the busy summer season. As 
everyone knows, big excursion 
steamers are fast vanishing from 
the American scene—but not the 
S.S. Catalina. Kept spic and span, 
and modernized to the point of 
adding radar, she stubbornly re- 
fuses to vanish 

Most people on board are one- 
day visitors who will see what they 
can of Catalina in a few hours and 
return to the mainland late that 
same day, all for as little as $10 
apiece, including their steamer 
tickets. Many, however, are going 
to the island for a vacation stay of a 
week or more in hotels ($4 to $20 
or more per day) or in apartments 
or bungalows ($50 to $125 or more 
per week; winter rates are lower). 


‘ 
 etiiie isn’t Hawaii, but it has 
many of the same attractions for 
vacationing Americans. And who 
could get to Hawaii and back for 
$6.52? Catalina has no hula girls 
greeting the visitors, for example, 
but it does have a Duke of Cata- 
lina. No new arrival could possibly 
miss seeing him, or hearing him. 

A lifeguard on the Avalon beach 
for 24 years, the sturdy Duke has 
made himself the island’s official 
greeter. As visitors throng down 
the pier from the steamer at noon, 
islanders line a roped-off corridor 
through the street to welcome them 


with song. The Duke, perhaps be- 
cause he has the most powerful 
pair of lungs, acts as song leader, 
impeccably attired in a pair of 
swimming trunks and a light dust- 
ing of sand. Any truthful reporter 
must admit that the Duke is not 
exactly melodic, but the discordant 
welcome is so obviously enthusi- 
astic that everyone thinks it’s great 
fun. 

Everywhere that newcomers look 
there’s something fun to do—boat 
trips, bus tours, speedboat rides, 
the island’s famed Bird Park, a 
diving bell, a variety of sports, and 
water-front sight-seeing strolls. 

Four of the most popular attrac- 
tions are so scheduled that even a 
one-day visitor can take them all in 

although trying to cram all four 
into a one-day visit would prove 
pretty hectic. Two are 40-minute 
boat trips, one in a glass-bottomed 
boat over Catalina’s undersea 
gardens (fare: $1.75 for adults, 90 
cents for children 5 through 11) 
and one in a launch to view the sea 
lions that play around Seal Rocks 
(fare: $1.25 for adults, 65 cents for 
children 5 through 11). A third isa 
40-minute bus tour of Avalon and 
the surrounding hills (fare: $1.25 
for adults, 65 cents for children 5 
through 11). A fourth is a visit to 
the admission-free Bird Park, re- 
quiring a few minutes’ bus travel 
and whatever time ihe visitor 
chooses to spend observing 3,600 
birds (600 different varieties) from 
all over the world. 


, longer bus tours and two 
longer boat trips ‘are operated for 
visitors who aren't rushing to 
catch the 4 p.m. steamer back to 
the mainland. One, requiring an 
hour and 15 minutes, covers the 10 
miles of winding mountain road 
from Avalon to Catalina’s “‘airport 
in the sky,” a 3,500-foot landing 
strip perched on a ridge 1,560 feet 
above the sea (fare: $2 for adults, 
round trip; $1 for children 5 
through 11). The road is private, 
and traffic is controlled to avoid 
collisions on blind curves. Drivers 
use roadside telephones to ask per- 
mission to proceed. Narrow, hair- 
pin turns are frequent, because the 
road climbs 1,460 feet in the first 
three miles before it reaches the 
ridge winding along the skyline. 

The airstrip is stoutly fenced to 
keep out the only known hazards 

cattle and buffalo. Even so, one 
island executive acknowledged, 
“I’ve hopped in my car more than 
once to drive out on the runway 
and chase off stray buffalo so a 
plane could land. The fence stops 
cattle, all right, but when a big 
buffalo leans on it, that’s all. No 
more fence.” 

Hollywood motion picture mak- 
ers brought a small herd of buffalo 
to Catalina in 1927 to film “The 
Covered Wagon,” and left them 
there. Later, more buffalo were 
imported from Yellowstone Park to 
strengthen the herd by cross-breed- 
ing. Unfortunately, the two herds, 
now with approximately 30 buffalo

each, seem to feel they’ve never 
been properly introduced. They 
won't go near each other under any 
circumstances. 

Tourists also glimpse wild goats 
scrambling up and down the steep 
slopes and, on rare occasions, wild 
pigs. Hunters can bag goat or wild 
boar all year, but there is no season 
on the buffalo or on the island’s 
hundreds of deer. The goats are 
descendants of animals left on 
Catalina by Spanish sailing vessels 
more than 250 years ago. Some say 
that early Spanish explorers also 
left the swine, although they are a 
Russian species from northern 
California, where Russia once had 
an outpost. 


The cattle that also roam the is- 
land’s unfenced, mountainous in- 
terior are modern imports, brought 
in for the grazing each year by the 
Santa Catalina Island Company. 
They have never been known to 
harm anyone, but their vanity 
once caused the company a series 
of minor troubles. At each hairpin 
turn on the airport road, the com- 
pany had mounted a large mirror 
so drivers could see around blind 
corners. Something, however, was 
smearing the mirrors up so thor- 
oughly they were useless. 

“We finally discovered what was 
happening,’ a company official 
explained. ““A cow would wander 
onto the road and see herself in the 
mirror. Fascinated, she would 
move up for a closer look. Then, 
obviously thinking ‘Oh, you beau- 
tiful creature,’ she would lick the 
mirror affectionately.” 

The trouble was cured by plac- 
ing a slender grille of vertical iron 
rods a few inches in front of each 
mirror. 

A bus tour even longer than the 
airport trips takes tourists through 
most of the island’s interior (time: 
3 hours, 45 minutes; fare: $4.50 for 
adult round trip, $2.30 for children 
5 through 11). This trip, like the 
airport tour, stops at the airstrip’s 
interesting Hospitality House, but 
it also includes a visit to the island’s 
Rancho Escondido, where pure- 
bred Arabian horses are bred and 
trained, and goes around most of 
the island’s coast line. 


, attraction open only to 
overnight visitors is a one-hour 
trip (April through September) to 
watch the flying fish soar from 
waters around the island. A power- 
ful searchlight on the launch, 
which makes night trips only, 
brings the flying fish up from the 
depths. Gliding on the wind with 
their outstretched, wing-like fins, 
the fish have been known to soar 
as high as 50 feet above the surface 
for distances up to 100 yards (fare: 
$1.75 for adults, 90 cents for chil- 
dren 5 through 11). 

A second boat trip too long for 
one-day sight-seers is a 3!4-hour 
cruise along more than 14 miles of 
picturesque coastal waters to Two 
Harbors.

To rejuvenate an old plant: If it has many 
limbs arising from the ground, cut out a third 
of the older branches at soil level. 

If the plant branches above the soil, as a 
small tree does, head back and thin out side 
shoots to get the desired size. 

Caution: do not try to reduce the size of 
narrow-leaved evergreens this way. They 
won't take such severe pruning. 2 : 





To remove suckers: These shoots are one of 
the ways shrubs renew themselves. If plant is 
grafted, always remove suckers. If it isn’t. a 
few shoots may be left to replace older stems 
which need thinning out. 

lo prevent suc hers from resprouting, 
away soil and expose point where sucker origi- 
nates. Cut at this point. Remove suckers as 
they appear— don't wait for spring. 
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To increase flower size: Severe heading 
back stimulates production of a few strong 
stems with fewer but larger flowers. 

Do this only on shrubs which normally pro- 
duce rather large flowers, such as althea, hy- 
drangeas, and snowball viburnum. 

Shrubs pruned lightly, or not at all, will 
produce more flowers. There’s strong evidence 
that they will also be more vigorous. 





To keep plant symmetrical: Some plants. 
such as fir, spruce, and a few junipers, are nat- 
urally symmetrical. These are often pruned to 
accentuate the natural form 

Deo this by clipping back any wayward 
shoots as they appear. Make cuts above strong 
buds or back to side shoots. Do not try to 
make deciduous shrubs completely symmetri- 


eal or vou ll destroy their gracefulness 
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Thinning: Tt ut is one that removes an 
entire limb, back to point of origin. It tends 
to make plants grow more open. 

The limb removed may be small, as shown, 
or it may be so large it requires a saw for re- 
moval. The limb removed may be either a 
side branch or it may be a leader. 

In either case, the cut should be made so 
that no stub is left to deter healing. 








Removal: This cut is made only on shrubs 
which have more than one stem arising from 
the ground. It is a type of thinning. 


It is most useful when old shrubs are being 





reduced in size, or when borer-riddled and dis- 
eased branches are being removed 

Make these cuts as close to the ground as 
possible. Otherwise, the stubs tend to produce 


a large amount of twiggy vrowth. 
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Heading: This cut is one that removes only 
a portion of a stem. The cut should be made 
directly above a strong bud or set of buds. 

Unlike thinning, heading stimulates shrubs 
to grow more compactly, because each cut 
limb produces two or more growing points in- 
stead of the one original. 

Heading is also used to increase the size of 
bloom and to control the shape of plants. 


When and how to cut 


The best time to prune is in late win- 
ter or early spring, before the leaves 
or flowers appear. 

The first flush of spring growth 
helps pruning scars heal quickly. But 
more important, early pruning al- 
lows you to study the framework of a 
plant before it is hidden by leaves. 

The first step in pruning is to re- 
move dead wood. Broken branches 
should also be trimmed at the time, 
and weak, spindly growth removed. 
xy is all that 





This protective pru 
is necessary as far as the plant is con- 
cerned. If the plant pleases the eve 
after vou give it this initial pruning, 
then stop cutting 

Additional pruning should be done 
only if you want to modify the plant

The diary of a 


Plain dirt 
gardener. 


By Harry R. O’Brien 


March I. After | got home this 
afternoon, along came the head of 
the landscape department of our 
nursery to talk over the cutting 
down of that elm tree west of the 
It died last summer and he 
will replace it with the good size 
red oak I had picked out at the 
nursery.

March 2. At evening recreation 
time, David put on old clothes. 
Got out the hopper on wheels. 
Oiled it up. Then he began spread- 
ing the food on the lawn. He was 
about half done when I told him 
he had worked hard enough for 
one day. 

I like to get this plant food on 
early in the spring. It sets the grass 
to growing vigorously. The thicker 
and more vigorous the grass, the 
harder job it is for the crabgrass to 
make headway. 


Mareh 3. Weather was agin’ out- 
door work, so David and I did 
some planning. I mentioned that 
it was time he got our little power 
sprayer in working order once 
again. We like to do our dormant 
spraving any time from late Febru- 
ary until before growth begins 
We spray our trees and shrubs to 
control scale insects, using an oil 
that has an emulsifier in it, so it 
can be mixed with water. To mix, 
I follow directions on the container 
and use warm water rather than 
cold. The oil gets through the 
tough, waxy shield that protects 


the tiny scale insects and kills *em. 

We always aim to spray on a 
warm day, above 40 degrees, when 
it will dry before the temperature 
gets back down to freezing. 

Our lilacs need this spray worst 
of all. But after we get going, we 
douse the euonymus, viburnums, 
barberry, the apple tree on the 
back lawn, elm trees, and most 
anvthing else we pass as we go 
around the place with the sprayer. 


March &. |t was a sunny after- 
noon as I sallied forth, all bundled 
up, for it is still winter. Armed 
with lopping shears and the biggest 
pruning shears, I started in to do 
the spring pruning. | should have 
been at it about three weeks ago. 
There was a stiff breeze, with a 
nip in it. By the time I had pruned 
seven feet of the viburnum hedge 
back of the west rose bed, mv ears 
tingled and I quit for the day. 


March 9. “\\l put the rest of the 
plant food on the lawn,” said 
David, and this he did. 

He furnished the pushee and 
pullee. while I hauled the bags and 
kept the hopper filled. Come night, 
all the grass on the whole place had 
been given its spring feeding. This 
is Victory No. 1 for this garden 
year, but plenty more to do.

mer nights when street dances are 
held in the village square adjoin- 
ing the beach, a woman instructor 
can be seen teaching square danc- 
ing to children and adults alike, 
and the street is jammed with 
participants and spectators. Fami- 
lies, after all, bring more dollars to 
Catalina than teen-agers, and the 
dollars eventually get around. Of 
course, the younger set hasn’t com- 
pletely deserted the island. | 

The city of Avalon has a per- 
manent population of approxi- 
mately 1,500, most of whom work 
day and night during the summer 
season. Winter is their time to 
laugh and loaf, and they do both. 

Winter, in fact, is an ideal time 
for a quiet vacation on Catalina. 
Rainfall averages only 12.35 inches 
per year, and except for January 
and February the winter months 
have only occasional light showers. 
Most of the time the weather is 
warm and sunny. The sea may be 
a bit cool for swimming (60 de- 
grees, compared with its summer- 
time 70), but there are heated 
pools available. And most of the 
summertime tours also operate in 
winter. Off-season housing on the 
island is cheaper, too. The big 
steamer doesn’t operate, but the in- 
formality of the cruisers which re- 
place it is pleasant. 

Ken Robinson, a Chicago ad- 
vertising man, first came to Avalon

in-the off-season—in March,"1947 
—and succumbed to its charm. 
Then 45 years old, he went unwill- 
ingly to Catalina to write a radio 
script. ““The minute I first saw 
Avalon, it was as though I’d been 
there before—I seemed to recog- 
nize everything,” he explained. ‘‘I 
started right then, looking around 
for things that needed to be done— 
and I’m still here, 10 years later. 
Maybe you have to be something of 
a pixie to enjoy living here, but I 
love it.” 

Almost all of the permanent pop- 
ulation seems to be deep in a con- 
tinuing love affair with Catalina. 

There’s Johnny, who worked in 
the sky room of a luxury hotel in 
Los Angeles then quit and moved 
to Avalon because he liked it, even 
at a laborer’s wage. Johnny ex- 
plains it simply: “‘No problems 
here. It’s a fine place to be, and the 
people are nice. I’ve never locked 
my door yet, in six years.” 

And there are men like Eddie 
Pratt, who was the harassed head 
of the Los Angeles musicians’ 
union for 17 years before retiring. 
“I'd been going that crazy pace in 
Hollywood too long. This is so dif- 
ferent it’s marvelous.”
